Over and above 
that, however, he has been 
writing fiction and selling to 
topnotch slick magazines. 

His wife Betty has been ac¬ 
tive in PTA circles, his daugh¬ 
ter Alice in sub-sub-deb circles 
and the family dog gets around 
too. 

Don has written for the 
NEWS because there is scarce¬ 
ly a reporter alive who can 
keep his fingers off his type¬ 
writer when it comes to city 
government.

Sierra Madre this week decided to stand up and tight the 
mighty Pacific Electric and stave off the end of an era, the era 
of the famous Red Cars. 

The City Council on Tuesday Instructed City Attorney Thomas 
A. Reynolds to let the State Public Utilities Commission know 
that without qualification Si¬ 
erra Madre wants the rail Une 
to stay put. 

Further more, the city fathers 
want their legal eagle to make 
an appearance when the PE 
goes before the State Commis¬ 
sion to ask that the Sierra Mad- 
re-San Marino rails be torn up 
and buses substituted on all 
runs. At present rail cars are 
used only during morning and 
evening peak hours. 

(On September 2 the NEWS, 
in an exclusive story, pointed 
out that the PE had sought 
the discontinuance of rail ser¬ 
vice here. 

(The railway company filed 
a petition with the commission 
asking that it not be required 
to conform to a commission 
order, handed down last Janu¬ 
ary, which required that a 
booster line be installed to in¬ 
crease voltage so that rail cars 
could "get up the hump” and 
into town without unduly tax¬ 
ing the time, nerves and pati¬ 
ence of passengers. 

(In filing the petition, PE 
indicated that it had plans for 
complete abandonment of rail 
service. This would require that 
passengers transfer, even at 
peak hours, from a bus to a 
train or train to bus at San 
Marino.) 

All Councllmen agreed that 
the rail line should be kept if 
possible. Mayor Milton Stein- 
berger offered the suggestion 
that the rails themselves

man in the running, and he is 
Ben Kazarian, operator of the 
"fill and cover" dump near 
Duarte to which the city is now 
hauling its rubbish. 

He already has reached a 
tentative agreement with Street 
Engineer Howard W. Brod. 
Under this proposal Kazarian’s 
trucks and crews would pickup 
rubbish and haul it to the 
Duarte dump. Cost would be 
about $13,200 a year—at the 
rate of 50 cents per \yater 
meter a month. 

Brod pointed out that this 
course might be the cheapest.

Guard Home Out 
3-1 Vote; Water 
Plot To Be Offered 

ROW HITS COUNCIL CHAMBERS AS 
‘RECALL’ VOICE TOPS RECORD NOISE 

BY ARTHUR HEWITT 

The youth of Sierra Madre—and many of their elders, too—tot 
loose with all verbal guns this week during one oi the hottest 
City Council meetings of record, but they lost their battle for an 
armory here. 

Nearly 100 persons, most of them strongly rooting for a local 
home for the National Guard unit, jammed the Council Cham¬ 
bers during a public hearing Tuesday evening on whether a por¬ 
tion of the park site should be leased for an armory. 

And shouts of “recall” slapped three Councilmen—Henry Nuet- 
zel, Henry Korsmeier and Milton Steinberger—as they voted to 
reject the proposal that a lease be signed with the state. 

Only Councilman Herman Barter voted in favor of granting 
the state the right to build on the park property. Don Jackson, 
whose resignation was effective as of last Tuesday, was not 
present. 

Several persons who took part in the meeting loudly demanded 
to know why the Councilmen voted the armory out and if they 
were in favor of an armory at all. 

Mayor Steinberger attempted to assure the crowd, which 
at the close of the hearing threatened to get out oi hand, 
that everybody was in favor of an armory—but not on the 
park site. 

When Councilman Nuetzel made the motion for rejec¬ 
tion of the proposed lease he said his stand was based 
on the premise that the land adjoining the Woman's 
Club sought by the National Guard, had been originally 
purchased for recreation purposes—and for recreation pur¬ 
poses it would remain. 

Barter, in voting against the other three members, point- 
ed out that "the city would be better served by having 
an armory in the water spreading grounds, but rather 
than lose the armory altogether, I vote for it up here." 

Another blast from the pro-armory camp came as Korsmeier 
threw out a subsequent motion that was not at first heard by 
the audience because of the noise. 

He moved that City Attorney Thomas A. Reynolds “draw up a 
resolution” offering the National Guard a lease on the southeast 
corner of city-owned water land on Sierra Madre Boulevard as 
a substitute site for an armory. 

“It won’t be accepted,” Captain S. M. Ullman of Sierra Madre’s 
Cannon Company, 233rd Infantry, California National Guard, 
shouted. 

Previously, Ullman and others had pointed out that the Nat¬ 
ional Guard was not interested in any other site—even if it came 
on a gold platter. 

“Very often military channels are arbitrary,” he said in answer 
to a question from Barter who had sought some hope of official 
reconsideration and reconciliation. 

As. soon as the motion was passed, there was a chorus 
of angry shouts that all but drowned out a group that 
had fought as vigorously against the proposed armory 
site as proponents fought for it. 

"Recall," they said. 

And an old-time resident, Mrs. M. P. Comstock, who had said 
earlier, "As a mother of GI’s in both World Wars, I think you 
should leave this to the GI’s," added fuel to their shouts as she 
left. 

“I want you to know that you can recall your Councilmen it 
you want to,” she declared. 

Mayor Steinberger, pounding his gavel for order, let loose with, 
“Why the devil don’t you recall us.” 

Of the crowd attending the meeting, about twenty were mem¬ 
bers of the Sierra Madre National Guard unit. They were all 
vigorous in their demands and arguments. So were their wives. 

But, strangely, their arguments took a tack different from that 
of the older faction of armory supporters. 

They spoke of the need a community has for them and their 
facilities at times of public disaster—earthquake, flood, fii^. 

Among them were Captain Ullman, Valentine Mariotti and Phil¬ 
ip Gillshaw.

“Past errors of the city administration,” he said, "have been 
errors not of commission but principally errors of omission. 

“In ten years the city will be twice its present size, and what 
recreational facilities there’ll be at that time and what sites are 
available will be for the recreation commission to decide.” 

Those with him in his arguments pointed out that the site, 
adjoining the Woman’s Club and presently undeveloped, was des¬ 
perately needed for outdoor recreational area, particularly for the 
younger age groups.

railroad does not own them. 

“Why they were paid for by 
public subscription—way back 
when I was a little boy—I 
think,” he said. 

When the city attorney was 
ordered to get into the scrap 
on rail lines, Councilman Her¬ 
man Barter also asked that 
Reynolds check on an agree¬ 
ment between the city and PE 
on the operation of buses here 
during off-peak hours. 

When this service was insti¬ 
tuted last June, PE agreed to 
reconsider its present bus-route 
“within 60 days," Barter said. 

The buses now on the Square, 
go down Montecito avenue to 
Mountain Trail avenue and 
return via Highland avenue. 

Barter has proposed that they 
continue down Sierra Madre 
boulevard to Mountain Trail 
and then proceed to Highland 
for the return trip. A recon¬ 
sideration of this proposal, he 
said, has never been mentioned 
again by PE officials.

After reading the article in the Sierra Madre News of September 
9th, discussing the water situation in this area as outlined by 
Water Superintendent Brod, I should like to draw your attention 
to my letter to you dated August 9, 1948, which was read by the 
City Clerk at your meeting the following evening. 

In the letter I made the sug¬ 
gestion, and I quote “that you 
give serious consideration to 
the formulation and passage of 
an ordinance penalizing those 
thoughtless persons who, 
through carelessness or ignor¬ 
ance of the serious situation 
confronting the community 
have, and frequently do, turn 
on their sprinkler systems and 
allow water to waste into the 
gutters for hours at a time.” No 
reply was made to me regard¬ 
ing this suggestion at that time, 
nor has any been received up 
to this date. 

Water Superintendent Brod’s 
California pro posal that we try to water 
trees and plants by using buck¬ 
ets is obviously impractical 
with commercial orchards or 
with large gardens, not 
only due to the number of man 
hours such a course would re¬ 
quire, but because large shade 
trees, and fruit trees, the most 
valuable of our growing pos¬ 
sessions in this semi-arid ’ 
mate, could not possibly re¬ 
vive with such scanty moir'^rp. 

Therefore instead of penalizing 
the large number of cit ; 
who do their utmost to conserve 
water, and at the same t e 
maintain some semblance of 
greenery around their hoi ; 
why not follow my suggestion 
to punish the minority whe 
selfishly waste our precinu - 
store of fluid? 

If a person can be legally 
rested and fined for parki ’ ' 
overtime on a street, an act; 
which actually neither har-' 
nor damages any fellow citizen 
in either purse or possessio - 
why cannot he be arrested ; i 
like manner and fined for wa 
ing water and thereby thre;

To the Sierra Madre News: 

The past few weeks I have 
discussed with many other 
commuters to and from Los 
Angeles, the contemplation of 
discontinuance of our trains in 
lieu of buses. We are all dis¬ 
turbed over this matter and 
certainly do not want buses. I 
personally ride the buses in 
Los Angeles most of the day 
while on my investigations and 
believe the folks doing a tackle 
to get to the rear of a bus isn’t 
funny besides standing up. 

After a day’s work it’s a 
comfort to board the train to 
read or nap during our hours 
sojourn which you certainly 
cannot do in a bus. I should 
like to cite the city of Alham¬ 
bra. They were promised suf¬ 
ficient buses and agreed. Well, 
the tracks were torn up and 
buses instituted. Folks, you 
should see those over-crowded 
Alhambra buses and what dis¬ 
gruntled passengers—all be¬ 
cause their City Council and 
Chamber of Commerce weren’t 
alert. 

Let me cite the City of Glen¬ 
dale. Their tracks were pulled 
up too and buses put in but 
after a short time of this the 
citizens stormed the R. R. Com¬ 
mission and they won out, in¬ 
forming Oscar Smith, President 
of the Pacific Electric, to put 
down the tracks and give Glen¬ 
dale new trains. We don’t wish 
to go that far—if we attend to 
it now. 

The Pacific Electric speaks of 
low power from Lamanda Park 
to Sierra Madre. Why can’t 
they bring more power from the 
Arcadia sub-station or feeder 
box or whatever they call it 
over here? I understand it can 
be done for less than $2500. 

So city fathers and our Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, let’s get to¬ 
gether and work this thing out- 
now. 

We do not want buses! 
Period!

WHAT PRESSURE GROUP 
DO YOU BELONG TO? 

Sierra Madre is waking up this week to find that its bank balance 
doesn't jibe with its check stubs. 

A sizeable chunk of its assets suddenly took wing. It may be 
that the loss is felt because of over anticipation, and eagerness 
that caused the city to believe it had cash in the bank before the 
STATE made the deposit. 

Actually what went flying was not a $100,000 gift from the 
state in tne form of an armory with a 60x100 foot drill floor. Na¬ 
tional Guardsmen will get a hall to drill in, even if it isn't conven¬ 
ient and even if it isn't in Sierra Madre. Those men will ride "rapid 
transportation" to Pasadena if necessary. 

But what Sierra Madre lost was recreation. 

And that is what three of four councilmen thought they were 
saving. 

Somebody said "pool" another said "out-door play area." Fine. 
But: How about basket ball games and dances and community 
get-togethers for dinners and socials? How about a hall for civic 
meetings? and indoor play for kids? 

That's recreation, too. It’s recreation of the kind that the county 
is attempting to provide with buildings similar to the proposed 
armory that cost from $59,000 to $100,000 each. They will be 
buBt in county parks. 

The armory in Sierra Madre would have served the same purpose. 
And it is the type of structure that the city will never be able to 
afford to build. So recreation of an important type went flying. 
You couldn't measure it in dollars, but it could have been entered 
for keeps on the civic bank stub. 

The three councilmen who said "NO" and then turned around 
and offered the city water property that was previously and em¬ 
phatically rejected can not be unduly censured or charged with mal¬ 
feasance. That's why cries of "RECALL" are ridiculous. But they can 
be pointed to as misguided. 

But then, too, the NATIONAL GUARD CHIEFS can be called 
misguided, military-wise they arbitrarily laid down the law. They 
approached the city with guns pointed at the city council's head. 
They figured that they carried a gift that couldn't be turned down. 

On the other hand, some people of the town who decry charges 
of arbitrariness can see recreation in the city park only as a green 
grass area on which youngsters can romp with or without supervi¬ 
sion. 

Each group took a stand. Each thought reason was on its side. 
But actually each became a pressure group and each thought the 
more pressure the better. 

The council took its cue from pressure—not necessarily the loud¬ 
est pressure—and not from reason. 

Reason does not say that councilmen should take an unchanging 
stand. Reason that study, and study of a tremendous problem in 
this relatively small town is what was by-passed. 

Pro-armory pointed its finger at the Park. Pro-recreation pointed 
its finger at the water land. Each was arbitrary. The council was 
arbitrary in finally saying, without good enougn reason, that the 
water land would do or nothing would do. 

When the problem first arose, the council—which now says it 
wants "recreation" but is at the same time missing MANY BETS 
toward providing it—should have decided that NOW was the 
time to re-evaluate the ENTIRE recreational program for future 
years. And at the same time should have worked the armory into 
those plans. 

Everybody has been arbitrary. Everybody has turned himself into 
a "pressure" man. 

Now everybody is mad. 

As it stands today, Sierra Madre has no developed recreational 
plan, and it has no armory to fit into or out of a plan should the 
council decide to do something about it before it's too late.

THE LOVED ONE by Evelyn 
Waugh, in response to many re¬ 
quests, is now in circulation at 
the library. As a writer of sa¬ 
tiric and comic stories, Mr. 
Waugh is unmatched among 
modern writers. The source of 
his vocabulary, the calculated 
plainness of his prose, the mar¬ 
vel of his timing were never bet¬ 
ter than in this his latest book. 

The author has visited South¬ 
ern California and has been 
startled there by a nightmare. 
Although the locale of the book 
is Hollywood, it is not filmdom 
that he writes about, but the 
burial customs and the tribal 
death ceremonies of Americans. 
Mr. Waugh’s treatment of his 
macabre material is wickedly 
funny. He is fascinated by our 
ritual of disguising death and 
grief. It is not, you understand, 
that Mr. Waugh thinks death 
and grief are the least funny. 
But he does think amusing— 
and ugly—the way in which 
death and burial are portrayed 
by us here in America. Indeed, 
he thinks our death customs 
profoundly inhuman! 

The book kids the life out of 
visiting Englishmen, Mr. 
Waugh’s own countrymen, as 
well as the resident Americans. 
His brief cartoon of the fussy 
snobbishness of the British in 
Hollywood is a little hilarious 
satire all by itself.

would be available for indoor recreation to civic and social groups. 

Col. Walter Thurber said that the National Guard was not try¬ 
ing to force an armory on the city and that if it were not built 
here, four other communities would have their hands out. 

H. R. BartelL who decried the categorical decision of 
the National Guard In selecting one site, and one site 
only, said that the peak area was not suitable for an 
armory because of the lack of outdoor drill space. 

'This community needs a swimming pool, and that seems 
the logical spot" he said. 

And others also pointed out that it should be seriously con¬ 
sidered as a place for a pool. The opposition countered, however, 
with the statement that the city couldn’t pass a vital school bond 
issue, and it certainly wouldn’t be able to raise money for swim¬ 
ming. 

Only one person admitted to a change of heart and a change 
of mind. 

She was Mrs. Elizabeth Conzelman. 

"I had recreation in my mind when I came here tonight,” she 
said. "The present swimming pool is a trap and I would never let 
my children go in it. 

“We need another one, but Sierra Madre is not now capable of 
meeting a disaster here. We need the armory.” 

"But the talk of the swimming pool came to a halt as 
Councilman Barter let out a table-thumping bark and 
declared: 

‘The swimming pool has been thrown In time after time 
as a red herring as far as I am concerned." 

The vote came but It didn't close the arguments. Many 
of them were shouted viciously and without order. 

Then former Councilman Froehlich took the floor to sagely 
administer coup de grace. 

"I’ve sat up there many times and had to face this sort of 
thing, and then vote, but tonight you’ve taken a very poor posi¬ 
tion," he told the Council. "With an armory you would have it 
for recreation purposes.” 

Mayor Steinberger then banged his gavel in an attempt to quiet 
the hall. It was 10 o’clock and the Council wanted to wipe the 
sweat off its brow and get down to routine business that no one 
was interested in.
